at this pꝛelent by advice of his Privy Councel, tocauſe ſome neceſſary Laws fozmerly made to2 the re- 
foꝛming the Abules afozeſaid, to be duely executed andoblerved. And fo2 that end, whereas by the Zaws 
of this Land all Uagavonds, Beggers, and idle perſons are to be ſent to the place ot their Birth, oꝛ of 
their laft avode, there to be relieved and kept if they be impotent, oꝛ otherwiſe made to labour: His Maje- 

ſtie doth by this Pꝛoclamation publiſh and declare His Royal Pleaſure and Commands, that all tuch Ua- ⸗ 
gabonds, Beggers and Idle perſons within the Cities of London and Weſtminſter and the Suburbs of 


D N 7 J of the Nation to the Cities of London and Weſtminſter and the Suburbs of the 
0 by Begging ,: Stealing, and other wicked and lewd peactiſes, to tHe great 


the ſame, which by Law are not there to ve p2ovided foz (to the wꝛong of the native pot, anda burden 

to the ſeveral Pariſhes where now —＋ but that they forthwith at their Ptrils depart from the ſame 

and ſpefdily reloꝛt to the place of their Birth oꝛ laſt avode, that they may be there p2ovided foꝛ as they ought 
to be. And ik any duch Uagavouds, Beggers , or idle perſons ſhall oz may be found within the Cities 
of London and Weſtminſter, 02 in any of the Suburbs oz Precincts of the lame, oz in the Boꝛough of 
Southwark, 02, in any Town nearadjoyning, upon the four and twentieth day of this monethof May, His 
Majeſty ſtreightiy chargeth and commandeth, as well the Lozd Payoz, Recozder , Aldezmen and She⸗ 
riffs of the ſaid City of Loadon, and all other Officers of the ſaid City, and all other His Majeſties Ju⸗ 
ſtices of the Peace, Magiſtrates and Officers whatſoever Withm the City of Well minſter, Bozough of 
Southwark , 02 Within the County of Middleſex , to cauſe all ſuch.-pecſons to be apprehended, and openly 
whipped, and ſent away ( except ſuch as are willing to go to the Engliſh Plantations) And chat in all 
things they do ſpeedily execute, and cauſe to be put in execution the Statute made in the Thirty ninth. 
yeare of Derne Elizaberh Chap. the 4 concerning the puniſhment of Rogues and Uagabonds: And to 
the end that all ſuch perſons map not only be ſetled and kept from wandzing, but alſo made to labour and 
ſo kept from idlenels, his Majeſty doth ſtreightly charge and command all and lingular Sheriffs, Ju⸗ 
ſtices of the Peace, and other Officers and Miniſters in the ſeveral Counties of this Realm, - and all 
Mayozs, Sheriffs, Bayliffs, Aldermen and other Pagiſtrates, Officers and Miniſt:rs of all other Cities 
and Towns Coxpozate , that they and every of them within their ſeveral Limits and Ju-iſdictionsre- 
ſpectively do carefully and diligently put in due and ſpeedy Execution the lame Statute of the Thirty 
ninth of Elizabeth, Cpapeer the Journey, both foz erecting houſes of Correction, and foz puniſhing ſuch 
Vagabonds and idle pez as alſo the Statutes of the 1. : co. Chap. 2. made foꝛ the explanation ot 
the laid Statute made in the Seventh year of King Jame: Chapter Fourth, fo2 the oꝛdering ſuch houſes or 
Correction. And to the end that not onely ſturdy Rogues and Uagavonds may be duely kept from wan⸗ 
dering and idleneſs, and held to labour, but that alſo pooꝛ and Fatherleſs Childzen and Widows, the 
Aged and Impotent may be alſo carefully pzovided foꝛ aud relieved, and not permitted to wander and lie 
in the Streets begging from doo; to doo? ; It is His Majeſties expꝛels Charge and Command to all 
Mayors, Sheriffs, Bapliffs, Juſtices of the Peace, Magiſtrates. Otkficers and Mmiſters in the ſeve⸗ 
ral Counties of this Realm, am in all Cities and Towns Cozpozate, that they diligently and carefully 
put in execution that excellent Statute made in the Fourty third Pear of Elizb«c> , Chapter the ſecond, 
concermng the Overſeers of the Pon, and their duty fo2 railing a Stock to2 maintenance of the Po, and 
koꝛ binding fo2th Childzen Apprentices, Which His Majeſty commends in an eſpecial manner to their Care: 
Their neglecting this ſo great a wok, in not carefully pzoviding fo2 pooz Fatherleſs Childzen and In⸗ 
fants foꝛ their teaching and inſtructing them, and foz fitting them fo2 Trades and Services, and in not 
binding them koꝛth Appzentices ; all which neglect is a great cauſe of poo2 childzens idleneſs, wandzing , 
and s in the whole courſe of their lives ; And to the end that convenient Stocks may be raiſed in 
all Pariſhes, eſpecially foz the ends afozeſaid,His Majelty requireth the ſeveral Overſeers of the Pon to be 
diligent in raiſing ſuch Stocks accoꝛding to the Power given them. And allo His Majeſty requireth all 
Mayozs, 2Bayliffs, Pultices of the Peace, Magiſtrates and other Dfficers afozelaid, to be careful in put- 
ting in ſpeedy and due Execution all the Statutes coneernmg Tipling and Pꝛunkennels, and concerning
